was stated th a t t i e 
case recently decided in this county 
by Judge Jones, involving th e Con­ 
stitutionality of the Act providing 
for the transfer of pupils who are 
graduates of the 8th grade 
to Hid 
high school of some other district, 
had been affirmed by the Supreme 
Court. 
This is an error. 
Judge 
Jones did not decide the case until 
in October, when it was too late to 
get it into the October term of the 
Supreme Court,. 
Hence, it was sub­ 
mitted on the 1st day of tile recent 
December term of that court, and 
has been taken under advisement. 
Meanwhile, 
a 
circuit court in 
Lake county had decided, on demui- 
rer to a petition for mandamus, that 
the act was unconstitutional 
and 
an appeal from this decision 
wag 
heard by the Supreme Court a t its 
October term. During the December 
term it handed down a decision in 
that case reversing and rem anding 
it to the circuit court for further 
action in accordance with the opin­ 
ion of the court. 
In this opinion, 
J h e (Supreme Court sustains 
the 
constitutionality of the Act as to all 
points th a t were raised in th a t case. 
There are one or two points raised 
by Messrs. Kirby, Wilson & Brock- 
house against the validity of Hid

Lake county case; but the probabili­ 
ties are very great that the Supreme 
Court, having sustained the validity 
of the Act in one case, will do so 
in the case appealed from this coun- 
ty.
